RDINARILY an English election 
does not particularly interest 
Americans. 
There are some 
features of the [» resent political 
rev olution ov er there, howev er, that 
« re noteworthy. 
They challenge uni­ 
v ersal attention and are especially sig ­ 
nificant to this democratic branch of 
the great Anglo-Saxon race, that has at 
least the ties of a common blood and 
language to add to our ordinary hu- 
tnau interest in the ev ent. 
It meaus 
the more to us from the fact that the 
upheav al seems largely due to a rising 
of the labor forces. The Irish and tar­ 
iff questions, too, are inv olv ed, and we 
-cannot be alien to either of these. Re­ 
sides. sev eral people with American 
connections and others well known in 
this country hav e participated in the 
canv ass. 
Altogether these things are 
of sufficient moment to make us awak­ 
en to the fact that there is something 
doing “ across the pond” which we had 
J ust as well take into our conscious­ 
ness. Sympathy draws the nations to­ 
gether. 
The world grows smaller as 
its heart expands. 
Cables and fast 
steamships hav e made all peoples kin­ 
dred. 
In this day of diminishing dis­ 
tances and widening horizons Russia 
and J apan seem our next door neigh­ 
bors. and England is at our elbow'. So 
the triumphant note struck by Rrithffi 
liberalism and labor cannot but stir a 
responsiv e chord in our own land. 
The 
personnel 
of 
the 
contesting 
forces, while not so picturesque or corn- 


party in the house of commons. 
He 
has been called a “ sand bag” for the 
reason that he takes all kinds of oppo­ 
sition shots without showing the slight­ 
est worriment. 
lie is what is known 
as 
a 
“ safe” statesman, stolid and 
heav y, but withal possessing common 
sense, tact, kindliness and a dash of 
shrewd Scotch humor. 
He is wealthy

nouncing the Boer war, but that is 
ev idently forgotten now. 
Sir Henry 
comes from the famous Scotch Camp­ 
bells and got the last part of his hyphe­ 
nated name from a maternal unde who 
left him a fortune. 
A man who can 
succeed in polities despite a hyphen 
and a pair of mutton chop whiskers 
must hav e something in him. 
The 
English are more leisurely than we and 
do not so object to long names, but 
Campbell-Rannerman is too much ev en 
for them. As a result they hav e short­ 
ened it into “ C. R..” by which designa­ 
tion the prime minister is ev erywhere 
known. 


Especially Popular In United Slates. 
J ames Bryce, chief secretary for Ire­ 
land, is especially popular in this coun­ 
try for the reason that his “ American 
Commonwealth” is at once the most 
sympathetic.' and the most able criti­ 
cism ev er made of our institutions by 
a foreigner.

It must not be imagined that the ob­ 
stacles In the path of Mr. Burns hav e 
all disappeared or that ev erybody is 
singing in the chorus of his praise. On j 
the contrary, he is being most v indic­ 
tiv ely attacked. 
Ev en Mr. 
Balfour \ 
went out of bis way recently to make a 
bitter reference to the labor leader, 
though he admitted that Burns pos- j 
sesses “ great abilities.” 
l’erhaps the » 
most scathing criticisms of “ Honest J 
J ohn,” howev er, hav e come from the 
v ery labor ranks that lie is supposed to 
lead. The Socialists cannot forgiv e him i 
for accepting office iu a “ bourgeois” , 
cabinet, refer to him as an apostate 
and say that his days as a labor man 
are ov er. 
Notwithstanding this fire 
from behind and in spite of the further 
fact that his re-election to parliament j 
was probably the most bitterly con- j 
tested 
of 
any 
Liberal 
candidate, j 
wealthy Liberals and Socialists striv - ; 
ing with the Conserv ativ es to defeat j 
him, he was triumphantly re-elected t 
from his old Battersea district and that j 
by a majority of 1.500 larger than that 
which was giv en him in his last pre- ( 
v ious canv as. 
Candle Molder’s Apprentice. 
J ohn Burns was born iu Battersea in | 
1858. His parents were from Ayrshire, 
Scotland, and it is said that he is dis­ 
tantly related to Robert Burns, the 
poet. 
J ohn, as he is familiarly called 
by ev erybody, was taken out of school 
at the age of ten and, like Ben Frank­ 
lin, 
was 
apprenticed 
to 
a 
candle 
molder. 
He next went into a boiler | 
factory and finally became a stationary 
engineer. 
Ilis father hav ing died ear- j 
ly, the boy was compelled to help keep 
his mother. While still a youth he run 
an engine iu the Niger riv er country, 
in Africa. 
While here he dug a copy 
of Adam Smith’s “ Wealth of Nations” 
out of the sand. 
The reading of this I 
book started birn to studying social | 
questions. 
Returning to England, he i 
began reading all the adv anced and 
Socialist literature that he could pro- I 
cure and soon made himself a power in , 
workingmen’s organizations. lie spoke ’ 
on the streets and in the parks and 
brought the denunciations of conserv a­ 
tiv es on his head for being a “ dema­ 
gogue” and “ disturber.” 
At one time 
he was arrested, but secured liberty 
for himself and his companions by an 
eloquent plea. 
At a later time he at­ 
tempted to hold a meeting in Trafal­ 
gar square, for which lie was arrested 
and serv ed a short jail sentence, 
lie 
organized numerous strikes and led 
them, the most famous of the list being 
the great dock laborers’ strike iuf Lou­ 
don. 
Then for almost a week J ohn 
Burns scarcely ate or slept, and his 
straw hat became the “ orifiamme of 
war.” 
These things made him not 
only the most conspicuous labor leader 
of the world, but brought down on bis 
head the hatred of the nobility and 
moneyed classes of nearly all England. 
For all that Burns was elected a 
member of ihe first London county 
council, a position that he has held 
ev er since. As such he has 1 alto red in­ 
cessantly for the proper housing of 
London’s poor and has made his na­ 
tiv e Battersea a model for all cities. 
Notwithstanding his 
hard 
life 
and 
rough surroundings. J ohn Burns has 
artistic tastes, which are in ev idence 
in his municipal reform work. 
A Most Effectiv e Orator. 
Perhaps it was his success in being 
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mauding as iu some former campaigns, 
hav ing no ov ershadowing figure like a 
Gladstone or a Disraeli, is yet inter­ 
esting. For one thing, the women hav e 
hud quite a little to do in the election­ 
eering, among the rest being two Amer­ 
icans, Mrs. Cornwallis-West and Mrs. 
Frederick Guest, who was a Miss 
Phipps, daughter of the Pittsburg steel 
king. 
Mrs. Corn wall Is-West was for­ 
merly the wife of Lord 
Randolph 
Churchill, at which time she was pro­ 
nounced bv Mr. Gladstone to be the 
best v ote getter in England. 
Prior to 
her first marriage she was Miss J ennie 
J erome of New York and is a cousin of 
District Attorney William Trav ers .Te 
rome, who is something of a v ote get­ 
ter himself. 
In Ihe present campaign 
she was activ e In the canv ass made by 
her son. Winston Spencer Churchill, 
who was recently triumphantly elected 
from one of the Manchester districts 
on the same day that former Premier 
Balfour was so disastrously defeated 
in an adjoining district. 
Young Win­ 
ston Churchill is already one of the 
spectacular figures in parliament, and 
great things are predicted of him in 
the future. 
A still more commanding figure, the 
one in fact around whom this whole 
battle has been waged, J oseph Cham­ 
berlain, the “ Birmingham screwmak- j 
*r,” likewise has American connec­ 
tions, hav ing married tfn- daughter of 
William C. Endicott. Clev eland’s sec-1 
retary of war.

i Of the new cabinet Itself, which is 
the real gov ernment of the British em­ 
pire, a number of members are well 
known on this side of the water. 
The 
premier, Sir Henry Campbell-Banner­ 
man, is not in this category, as little 
fcas been heard of him here. 
Still for 
almost forty years—he is now sixty- 
ttine—he has been prominent in Liberal 
politics. 
He was a member of the 
£ lad stone and Rosebery cabinets and 
jjnce 1S9 9 has been the leader of his 


secretary, is chiefly attractiv e to Amer­ 
icans, as doubtless be is to English­ 
men. for the reason that he. is the sou 
of his father. 
A Liberal cabinet could 
hardly get along without a Gladstone. 
With one exception the remaining 
members of the British cabinet are not 
so well known in the United States. 
They are as follows: Chancellor of the 
exchequer, Herbert II. Asquith; for­ 
eign secretary. Sir Edward Grey; colo­ 
nial secretary, the Earl of Elgin; war 
secretary, Richard Bunion Haldane; 
first lord of the admiralty, 
Baron 
Tweodmouth; lord high chancellor, Sir 
Robert Tbreshie Reid; president of the 
board of trade, Dav id Lloyd-George; 
president 
of the 
local 
gov ernment 
board, J ohn Burns; secretary of state 
for Scotland. J ohn Sinclair; president 
of the board of agriculture, Earl Car­ 
rington; postmaster general. Sydney 
Charles Buxton; lord president of the 
council, the Earl of Crewe; lord of the 
priv y seal, the Marquis of Ripon; pres­ 
ident of the board of education. Augus­ 
tine Birrell: chancellor of the duchy of 
Lancaster, Sir Henry H. Fowler. The 
following men are ministers, but are 
not in the cabinet: Lord lieutenant of 
Ireland, the Earl of Aberdeen; lord 
chancellor of Ireland, Samuel Walker; 
first commissioner of works and public 
buildings, Lewis Vernon-Harcourt. 


“ Honest J ohn.” 
But of the whole cabinet the most in­ 
teresting figure both in America and 
England is J ohn Burns, the labor lead­ 
er. This fact was attested at the great 
London meeting where Burns was giv ­ 
en an ov ation greater than that which 
greeted any other cabinet member, not 
excepting the premier himself. It was 
so prolonged that it v isibly embar- 


eleeted to the county council that sug- j 
gested his running for parliament 
At 
any rate, he made the race and was t 
successful, and he has been returned 
to ev ery parliament since. 
He is rec­ 
ognized as one of the most effectiv e 
o r a to r s in England, and his speeches 
are a lw a y s packed with facts. 
While 
he has educated himself, he has done 
the job thoroughly. 
He nev er speaks 1 
lu parliament to empty benches, for j 
It is realized that when he is up he lias * 
something to say and that he will fur­ 
nish new information on the subject at 
issue. His presidency of the local gov - * 
eminent board giv es him control of all 
the municipalities of Great Britain, a 
responsibility for which his serv ice 
in the Loudon county counel has pecul­ 
iarly fitted him. 
Until made a member of the cabinet 
J ohn Burns nev er receiv ed a penny 
of salary from any of his offices, but 
was giv en a meager $7 50 a year from 
a labor organization. 
On this he liv ed 
v ery modestly in a few small rooms iu 
Battersea, nor has lie changed his 
mode of life since he became a minis­ 
ter. 
lie married a girl he hud known 
as a playmate, and they hav e one sou. 
Burns has had innumerable offers of 
money, but has spurned them all. One 
man wrote to him offering a bribe, and 
Burns answered with the statement 
that it was well the offender was not 
In reach of his boots. “ Money! 1 hate 
it,” he has said often and has prov ed 
it by his life. 
Free In Speaking His Mind. 
J ohn Burns is utterly fearless in his 
denunciations. 
No man in England 
took a more decided stand against the 
Boer war. 
When he was in America 
\ sev eral years ago he created a small 
* furore by his freedom iu speaking his 
mind. Morgan he termed “ the Barnum 
of the financial world.” 
Chicago he 
denominated “ hell with the lid on.” 
He has spoken freely for the “ social 
rév olution” in his own laud and all 
ov er the world. 
Labor will hav e nearly half a hun­ 
dred seats In this parliament, besides 
Liberal support, and J ohn Burns will 
be au Influential factor in the coming 
gov ernment of England.

HELPING 
FARMERS 


Pro fesso r Fo rbes Disco v ers Metho d o f 
Killing Co rn Ro o t Lice. 
An interesting exampie of th e man­ 
ner in wh ich modern science is h elp­ 
ing th e farmer is to be found in a 
recent bulletin issued by Professor 
Forbes of th e College of Science at th e 
University 
of 
Illinois. 
Profesror 
Foibes h as discovered a meth od of 
dealing with th e pest of Indian corn 
known as corn root lice 
For y ears th is h as been th e bane of 
th e farmers th rough out tbs corn belt, 
an d: every y ear th ousands, 
If not 
millions of dollars’ worth of damage 
h as been done. Instead of plowing, 
h arrowing and planting, as is th e cus­ 
tom. it is found th at th e ground 
sh ould be prepared some time in ad 
vance, and sh ould be frequently stir­ 
red previous to planting, th e disc 
h arrow or some similar implement 
being found th e most effective for th e 
purpose. 
Heretofore th e common 
meth od 
followed in th e rotation of crops w 
i s 
th e breaking up of th e sod for plant 
log corn, followed with a crop of oate- 
Frequently land so treated is sown to 
wh eat and immediately seeded dovn 
for meadow or for pasture. Dr. Forbers 
h as discovered th at if th e com ground 
is first planted to oats th e root lice 
will disappear, leaving th e ground 
clear and clean for th e planting of 
corn. 
Th us a rotation with sh ort 
periods in corn will act to ch eck th e 
multiplication of th is insect and so 
diminish th e Injuries to th e corn plant.

Sae recalls th e day of th e stagecoaoh , 
canal boat and postboy , th e small 
meeting h ouse and many oth er th ings 
wh ich perh aps only two or th ree liv­ 
ing people can recall h aving seen in 
th e h ay of th eir prime. Th e wh irl of 
modem life does not confuse h er. 
Sh e feels as much a part 
of th e 
present as sh e is of th e past. Sh e h as 
h eard Wash ington, Franklin, Adams 
and all th ose wh o were among th e 
first great statesmen of th e th en new 
commonwealth discussed 
by th ose 
wh o h ad seen and talked with th em. 


Because th e grain office of th e state 
of Illinois h as never been under th e 
Civil Service laws of th e state it h as 
become rotten because of th e practice 
of making it th e means for political 
pull, and unless a ch ange is made 
soon th e United States government 
will take cognizance of th e position of 
western farmers and will assume th e 
inspection of grain " So said 
W. B 
Moulton of Ch icago, president of th e 
State Civil Service Commission in h is 
address to th e Sterling Woman’s Club 
Saturday afternoon. 
Th e occasion was Ciy ii Service day 
at th e club and many of th e promi­ 
nent men of Sterling and Rock Fails 
were guests and gained muoh benefit 
from th e talk of th e civil service man. 
He was asked many questions by 
th ose present. Mr. Moulton prefaced 
h is talk on th e needs of th e civil ser­ 
vice with explanatory remarks of 
wh at it is and wh at is wanted in th e 
line of taking positions out of reach of 
political influences. 
He stated th at if th e country h ad 
not been well off financially 
th e 
“spoils” sy stem would h ave forced it 
into bankruptcy long ago. He Sh owed 
h ow every position in th e public ser­ 
vice h ad been given to th ose wh o 
could do th e mach ine some political 
good and h ow th e reforms h ad taken 
away th is practice to a great extent. 
Th e death of Garfield, wh o was 
killed by a disappointed office seeker 
resulted in tne passage of th e national 
civil service law wh ereby 17 4,000 or 
th e 280,000 employ es of th e govern­ 
ment are now appointed according to 
merit. All but th e postmasters aud 
consular service are embraced in th e 
law and th ey will be included before 
long. 
Th e state law, wh ich embraces 2,- 
200 of th e 3,000 state positions was 
passed after two y ears agitation, and 
is now in a fair sh ape 
Several of th e 
important institutions are not y et in­ 
cluded but will soon be. It requires 
skill to teach and educate th e blind, 
deaf and dumb and feeble-minded, 
and it requires special work to correct 
way ward y oungsters. 
Th ere is no 
political way of accomplish ing any of 
th ese. We h ave served notice th at 
we will prosecute any of th ose in 
auth ority wh o violate th e law or levy 
ai.y wh ich examinations are gly en 
and assessment on any of th e em­ 
ploy es. 
Mr. Moulton outlined th e manner 
an also th e way in wh ich proceedings 
are instituted against a disch arged or 
unsatisfactory employ e. 
He stated 
th at th e civil service law was not 
passed to protect th e employ es but to 
proteot th e public service. 
He told of th e demand for girls to 
take th e courses for trained nurses in 
th e training sch ool wh ich are Deing 
establish ed in all ¡of th e ch aritable in 
stltutions in th e state and h e asked 
th e women to tell th e y oung ladies of 
th e opportunity to obtain th is course 
and to be paid from $16 to $30 per 
month wh ile th ey are learning it.

Algeciras, Jan. 23.—The internation­ 
al conference on Moroccan reforms re­ 
assembled at the town hall and adopt­ 
ed fiv e of the sixteen articles contained 
in the report of tlie committee on con­ 
traband arms.

had lasted two and a half hours, dis­ 
cussion of the remaining articles went 
ov er until tomorrow, tftdny being re­ 
serv ed for the ceremonies attending the 
feast day of King Alfonso. 
The discussion brought out a lengthy 
discourse from 
Sidi 
Mohammed el 
Mokhri. the second of the Moroccan 
delegates, concerning Morocco's gener­ 
al attitude toward the conference. 
As 
he spoke In Arabic the delegates list­ 
ened silently, not comprehending 
a 
word. Later it was decided to hav e a 
translation distributed to the members 
of the conference. 
The draft of the report before the 
conference, besides prov iding repressiv e 
laws by the powers, charges the Mo- 
roccan customs authorities with the re­ 
pression of contraband along the coast 
The draft giv es France exclusiv e con­ 
trol ov er contraband on the Algerian 
frontier and giv es » Spain exclusiv e con­ 
trol along the frontiers of Spain’s pos­ 
sessions in Morocco. The general prin­ 
ciple of the plan is to leav e the coast 
surv eillance with the Moroccan cus­ 
toms, but as the question of France’s 
administering the customs comes 
up 
later the Franco-German contention re­ 
mains open.
